FRANCE AND SHIPPING

_ A bill has been tabled in the 
French Chamber for the purpose 
of encouraging French shipping 
interests to invest in oil tankers. 
It has passed through the 
hands of sarious Partiamen- 
tary Committees. Now in its 
revised state, it arranges that for 
five years a subsidy is to be 
granted from furds handled by 
the Officedes Petroles to owners 
of Frenoch-built tank steamers 
and to French owners of foreign- 
built vessels of less than fifteen 
years of age. Itis probable that 
those of tbe former category will 
find themselves slightly faveur- 
ed, 80 as to encourage building in 
Freneh yards.

But the caution was orerlooked, 
and his theory came to ba de- 
scribed, ina famous phrase, as the 
“origia of the fit from: the 
fortuitous." Sach a doctrine 
seamed to isolate life from the 
orderly sequences of cavse and 
effect discovered in the realms of 
physics and chemistry. It re- 
ceived an oddly balanced support 
from two schools otherwise in 
perpetual enmity. The upholders 
of dogms accepted it greedily as 
throwing ridicule on the whole 
conception of evolution. Those 
who used to be called materialists 
embraced it defisaotly in prefer- 
ence to the crude teleology 
of the dogmatists. But it 
congorts so ill with the 
texture of the human mind that 
it could have no enduring place 
in thought, even if there were no 
alternative. 


DIRECTED EVOLUTION, 


Many alternatives bave been 
suggested. One group of these 
consists of little more than jo- 
venting pames or phrases, such 
as‘ bathmism,” * entelecby,” 
“creative evolution,” and so 
forth, toexpress passionate dislike 
of & scheme of the cosmos which 
inclades chance. Cousider the 
exquisite adaptations of a flower 
in colour and scent and 
Structure to fertilization by a 
Particular insect: consider the 
species of jays stretching from 
Britsio to Japan, each perfect 
aod different ; consider the ascent 
Lof man from the beast. “Howcan 
such fitnesses, diversities, and 
progressions bave arisen from in- 
significant variationg? Surely 
life itself must have the inherent 
power to control ite own: desticy 
either without the eid of any 
principle of natural selection, or

Philosophically, however, all 
these theories are outside natural 
science. They are restatements 
of & doctrine of supernatural 
Creation with the difference that 
the Creator instead of acting on 
living matter, is made imman- 
ent in it. They aro older than 
science, which, indeed, they may 
survive. But thes exclude bio- 
logy from the other sciences. 

The ravival of Lamarckian 
conceptions was another effort to 
getridofcbance. Living mater- 
ial is plastic, and every indi- 
vidual, im consequence of 
its relations to the environ- 
ment. may push itselt or be 
hammered into some kind of ad- 
sptation. Certainly there has 
been & great increase of know- 
ledge as to the part plared by the 
environment in monlding each 
individual life, but as yet neither 
observation nor experiment has 
afforded any but the faintest sug. 
Restions that these effects on the 
individual can ‘b> transmitted to 
progeny ia such fashion thatth-y 
will reappear with a smaller 
contribution from the eoviron- 
Trent. ‘The main ~ guiting 
forces of development reside 
ie the fertilized ezg-cells, not 
in the environment; two little 
Llobs of living j-lly in the same 
tank of sea-water will grow one 
into e sea-snail, the other into a 
starfish. : . 


THE PALEONTOLOGICAL VIEW, 


Recently in this column -I 
described how the Mendelians, af 
one time confident that they 
could explain evolution without 
natural selection, have confessed 
their failure. . 

Leading paleontologists, sach 
as Professor H. F. i» in 
America, have clain 1 that 
zoologists and botanists are too 
short-lived to trace’ species or 
adaptive characters from their 
first appearance to their full 
expansion. Notin a» few genera- 
tions, but only in a series of years, 
prodigiously long compared with 
human life, is it to be supposed 
that permanent changes can 
arise, grow, and become establish- 
ed.” ‘The fossil records in many 
cases stretch backwards almost 
onbroken for s sufficient: length 
of time. If successful characters 
arise by selection from fortuitous, 
undirected variations, then the 
fossil. records should show this 
process at work. But, they say, 
the process is quite different.
